RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  sold   steady  to  50^  lower 
at  Chicago  but  closed  generally  steady  at 
other  Corn  Belt  Centers  despite  some  unevenness. 
The  bearish  impact  of  slow  movement  and  lower 
price  trends  on  steer  beef  was  largely  offset 
by  moderate   cattle  receipts.     Slaughter  heif- 
ers and   cows   sold  steady  to  SOi  higher. 
Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and   calves  closed 
steady  to  strong.      Price  trends  on  barrows  and 
gilts  were  generally  25-50tf  higher.   Slaughter 
lambs  sold  steady  to  50^  higher  at  most  points. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Price 
trends  on  slaughter  steers  were  rather  uneven 
but  were  largely  steady  at  most  midwest  termi- 
nals except  at  Chicago  where  sales  were  steady 
to  5CY  lower.     The  bearish  influence  of  slow 
trading  and   lower  prices  on  beef  was  generally 
offset  by  moderate  cattle  marketings.     Re- 
duction in  supplies  was  most  noticeable  on 
Monday  of  the  week  under  review  as  Easter  Sun- 
day evidently  prompted   some  to  delay  market- 
ings.    Slaughter  heifers  sold   steady  to  50< 
higher  with  small  supplies  stimulating  the 
trade  despite  moderate  declines  on  heifer   beef. 
Cow  prices  were  largely  steady  to  50^  higher. 
Bulls  sold   steady  to  50tf  lower  but  mostly 
steady.     Vealers  were  $2.00-3.00  lower  at  St. 
Louis  and   steady  to  strong  at  St.   Paul. 

Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  made  up  the 
bulk  of  supplies  at  most  points  with  the  Good 
to  average-Choice  grade  range  predominating. 
Prime  heifers  were  virtually  absent  and  steers 
in  this  grade  very  scarce  at  all  points  except 
Chicago  where  the  percentage  Prime  remained   at 
around  10  percent. 

Prime  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  1000- 
1400#  slaughter  steers  brought  $27.00-28.40  at 
Chicago  with  around   15  loads  from  $28.15- 
28.40.     At  other  points  a  few  loads  of  mixed 
Choice  and   Prime  1000-1350#  steers   sold  from 
$25.75-27.15.     Bulk  of  the  high-Good  and 
Choice  steers  sold  from  $23.75-26.00  over  the 
area  with  a  few  high-Choice  105O-1250#  $27.00 
in  Chicago,   load  Choice  1607#  $23.60  in  Omaha. 
Good   steers  bulked   at  $22.00-24.25.     A  few 
high-Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  heifers 
cashed  at  $25.50-26.00  while  most  Choice 
brought  $23.75-25.50,   Good  $21.00-24.25. 
Utility  and  Commercial  cows  bulked  at  $16.00- 
18.00}     Canner  and  Cutter  from  $13.50-17.00. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Moderate  early  spring  marketings  of  stocker 
and  feeder  cattle  and   calves  at  terminal 
markets  were  somewhat  reduced   compared  with 
the  previous  week  but  were  little  different  in 
volume  than  a  year  ago.     Good  and   Choi-ce  year- 
ling steers  continued  to  make  up  a  large  per- 
cent of  the  over-all  supplies.     A  sizeable  per- 
cent of  the  feeder  steers  over  80O#  consisted 


of  kinds  which  already  had  received   some  grain. 
Trading  was  moderately  active  with  prices  at 
midwest  markets  chiefly  steady  to  strong.     At 
Omaha  prices  were  strong  to  50i  higher  with 
feeder  steers  showing  most  advance.  At  Oklahoma 
City  prices  were  mostly  steady,   instances  50^ 
higher  on  feeders  while  prices  at  Fort  Worth 
were  mostly  50-75 t  off.     The  start  of  a  new 
grass  season  along  with  abundant  stockpiles  of 
dry-lot  feeds  prompted  widespread   interest  in 
both  stocker  and  feeder  types  of  cattle.     How- 
ever,  downturns  in  slaughter  cattle  prices  in 
recent  months  tended   to  temper  demand .

$24.00-28.00,   few  loads  Choice  530-625#  $28.50- 
31.90.     At  Omaha  a  load  mostly  Choice  740#  sold 
at  $26.00.     Medium  and  low-Good  stockers   cashed 
from  $20.00-24.00.     Several  shipments  Choice 
800-863#  feeders  brought  $25.25-25.50;     bulk 
Good   and  Choice  800-1050#  $22.00-25.00,     Choice 
944#   included  at  $24.00.     Medium  and   low-Good 
feeders  sold  from  $20.00-22.50.

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  The  volume  of 
hogs  marketed  at  12  markets  dropped   sharply, 
falling  11     percent  below  the  previous  week  and 
was  the   smallest  for  any  week  since  the  first 
week  of  September.       Bulk  of  the  receipts  were 
comprised   of  mixed  No.   1,   2  and  3  190-270#  bar- 
rows and  gilts  with  the  volume  of  250-3OO# 
somewhat  increased   over  recent  weeks.     The 
average  weight  of  the  barrows  and  gilts  at 
most  points  was  expected  to  average  a  few 
pounds  heavier.     The  percentage  of   sows  ranged 
from  5  to  12  percent  of  the  supply  at  the 
various  markets.     Demand  from  all  interests 
proved  broad  throughout  most  of  the  period. 
There  were  some  fluctuations  but  prices  closed 
the  week  generally  on  a  higher  level.     The 
sharp  reduction  in  receipts  was  the  main  bull- 
ish factor  but  advances  on  some  wholesale  cuts 
also  stimulated  the  trade.     Barrows  and  gilts 
closed  the  week  steady  to  75 £  higher,   largely 
25-50#  up.      Sows   closed   25-75£  higher. 

U.   S.  No.   1-2,    180-240#  barrows  and  gilts 
bulked   late  at  $17.75-18.25  and  up  to  $18.50 
at  Indianapolis.     Mixed  U.S.   1-3,   and  No.  2-3, 
180-250#  sold  at  $17.25-18.00,      largely  $17.50- 
17.75.      Loadlots  U.   S.   2-3,   270-300//  butchers 
during  the  week  brought  $16.75-17.50.     U.   S. 
1-3,   270-600#  sows  bulked  at  $15.50-16.75. 

Prices  on  feeder  pigs  advanced  50^  at  St. 
Paul  and  Sioux  City.     Good  and  Choice  130-170# 
feeders  at   Sioux  City  sold  at  $16.00-17.00, 
with  same  grades  150-160#  $17.00-17.50  at 
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St.   Paul. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  for  the  week  were 
about  6  percent  less  than  the  previous  week, 
and  9  percent  short  of   the  corresponding 
period  last  year.     Daily  movements  were  gener- 
ally slow  and  numbers  showed   little  variation 
from  day  to  day.     Compared  with  the  previous 
Friday,   barrows  and  gilts  closed  400  to  mostly 
500  higher.      Sows  also  closed  40-500  higher 
and  made  up  about  6  percent  of  the  receipts.

SHF.EP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  of  sheep  and 
lambs  at  the  12  markets  were  14  percent  less 
than  a  week  earlier  and   slightly  less  than  a 
year  ago.     Old  crop  slaughter  lambs  predomi- 
nated in  receipts  with  shorn  offerings  com- 
prising the  bulk.     The  reduced  marketings 
coupled  with  higher  dressed  lamb  prices  were 
bullish  factors  in  the   live  trade.     For  the 
week,    slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  500  high- 
er at  most  terminals  although  shorn  lambs 
at  Omaha  were  25-500  lower  and   lambs  over  105,? 
at  St.  Joseph  declined   5O0-$1.OO.      Slaughter 
ewes  were  uneven,   mostly  steady  to  500  higher 
but  were  25-500  lower  at  Omaha  and  $1.00  off 
at  Fort  Worth.     Feeder  and   shearing  lambs  were 
steady  to  weak.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAU  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Declines  on  beef  were 
confined  to  New  York  where  steer  beef  was  steady 
to  50*  lower  and  cow  beef  50*-$1.00  lower. 
Otherwise  the  trend  for  steer  beef  along  the 
eastern  seaboard  was  steady  to  $1.50  higher 
and  cow  beef  was  steady  to  strong.   Veal  and 
calf  sold  $1.00-3.00  lower  at  most  markets. 
Lamb  was  steady  for  the  most  part  aside  from 
a  $1.00-2.00  decline  at  Philadelphia.  Pork 
loins  were  steady  to  $3.00  higher;  fresh 
skinned  hams  $1.00-4.00  lower;  other  pork  cuts 
mostly  steady. 

At  New  Tork  Prime  kosher  dressed  steer 
forequarters  sold  steady  to  weak;  Choice  50*- 
$1.00  lower;  lamb  steady;  real  and  calf  $1.00- 
2.00  off. 

Dullness  in  the  meat  traffic  was  influ- 
enced by  a  pronounced  lag  in  movement  at  con- 
sumer levels.  Retail  and  wholesale  interests 
showed  concern  over  low  volume  turnover  and 
weekly  retail  features  presented  enormous 
variety  in  red  meats  and  pork.  Beef  outlet 
was  only  fair  while  veal  and  calf  trading  was 
mostly  slow.  Lamb  met  fairly  good  demand  at 
the  several  markets.  Movement  of  pork  was 
verj   uneven.  Supplies  of  beef,  veal  and  lamb 
were  normal,  but  veal  liberal  at  Washington 
and  Choice  grade  rather  excessive  at  Phila- 
delphia. Pork  receipts  were  near  normal. 
Lamb  clearance  was  complete  on  the  eastern 
seaboard  with  pork  clean-up  fairly  complete. 
Some  beef  was  carried  at  Washington,  Phila- 
delphia and  New  Tork,  and  small  volume  of  veal 
was  unsold  at  Washington. 

CHICAGO  -  Compared  to  the  previous  Friday, 
beef  prices  were  weak  to  50*  lower,  veal  un- 
changed, lamb  50*-$1.00  higher,  pork  loins 
$2.50-3.00  higher,  Boston  butts  and  spareribs 
unchanged. 

Fresh  meat  supplies  were  moderate  for  the 
most  part,  except  fresh  pork  volume  rather 
small  after  late  Wednesday.  Quality  in  beef 
was  mainly  Good  and  Choice.   Carcass  beef  and 
primal  cuts  generally  were  slow.  Outlet  was 
adequate  for  limited  numbers  Prime  veal  car- 
casses while  other  grades  sold  in  a  slow  trade. 
Trading  on  carcass  lamb  was  only  moderately 
active  but  prices  advanced  late  on  the  strength 
of  higher  replacements.  Lamb  legs,  stews  and 
Bhoulders  net  a  fair  demand,  loins  and  ribs  on 
the  dreggy  side.  Freeh  pork  trade  was  slow 
but  reduced  offerings  and  higher  .replacements 
instrumental  in  daily  upturns  on  loins. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Steer  beef  sold  steady  to 
$1.00  lower;  cow  beef  steady  to  $1.00  higher, 
the  advance  in  Los  Angeles.   Calf  and  veal 
sold  6teady,  except  veal  firm  to  $2.00  higher 


in  Los  Angeles.   Spring  lamb  declined  $1.00- 
4.00,  old  crop  lamb  $1.50-2.00.  Fresh  pork 
was  steady  to  $2.00  higher  in  Los  Angeles,  but 
was  steady  to  $2.00  lower  in  San  Francisco  and 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  in  the  Northwest.  Smoked 
pork  sold  steady  to  $3.00  lower  with  most  de- 
cline on  hams. 

Demand  for  fresh  pork  improved  somewhat 
following  Easter, and  was  fairly  good.  Lamb 
was  liberal  and  exceeded  demand  as  supplies  of 
spring  lamb  increased  in  California.  Other- 
wise normal  or  below  normal  supplies  usually 
proved  excessive  for  demand  and  trading  was 
slow.

$1.00  at  Chicago  and  Denver  but  declined  50* 
at  Philadelphia  where  moderate  cow  beef 
supplies  exceeded  poor  demand.  Lamb  closed

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 


Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  in 
the  Boston  market  was  slow  as  approximately  six 
cars  sold  steady. 

Trading  was  drill  on  woolen  wools  and  noils 
while  most  pulled  winter  wools  sold  well  ahead  at 
firm  prices.  Scoured  shorn  wools  were  slow  to  move 
at  about  unchanged  levels. 

Activity  of  recent  weeks  had  subsided  somewhat 
in  the  western  States  but  there  were  some  sales  in 
the  central  and  northern  Rocky  Mountain  States. 
There  was  a  little  more  inquiry  for  spot  medium 
fleece  wools  but  supplies  were  limited.  Trading  con- 
tinued slow  in  Texas. 

Auction  sales  will  resume  in  Australia  April  11 
and  in  the  Cape  and  New  Zealand  on  April  12.   The 
Port  Elizabeth  sale  of  April  5  was  cancelled.  Ac- 
tivity in  the  South  American  markets  continued  very 
dull. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  announced  the  average  price  re- 
ceived by  farmers  for  wool  on  Mar.  15,  1961  was 
40.20  per  grease  pound.  This  compared  to  39.90  for 
Feb.  15,  1961  and  44.30  on  Mar.  15,  1960. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  64s  average  to  good  French 
combing  fleece  wools  sold  at  $1.03  clean  basis  while 
graded  56/58s  staple  and  good  French  combing  brought 
98-990  and  graded  staple  50/54s  moved  at  95-960  clean 
basis.  Buyers  were  paying  40-420  grease  basis  for 
medium  wools  to  the  growers  in  Ohio  and  Indiana. 

Territory  Wools  -  Approximately  30,000  pounds 
of  original  bag  fine  and  half-blood  wool  sold  at 
Chinook,  Montana  at  44.250  and  was  estimated  to  co3t 
around  $1.02  clean  basis,  delivered  Boston.  At 
Billings,  about  33,000#  sold  at  grease  prices  of  41- 
440  and  estimated  about  $1.02  clean,  while  at  Great 
Falls  approximately  95,000#  of  bulk  fine  wool  in 
original  bags  at  35.950  were  estimated  to  cost  clean 
around  $1.11  and  35,0O0#  of  bulk  half-blood  at  39§0 
were  estimated  to  cost  around  $1.01  clean  basis,  de- 
livered Boston.  Other  lots  in  Montana  from  38.5-410 
grease  basis.  In  Wyoming,  mixed  clips  of  fine  l/2 
and  3/8s  ranging  from  34-43§0  were  estimated  around 
980  clean  basis,  delivered  Boston.  About  30,000#  of 
bulk  1/2  and  3/8s  sold  in  Utah  from  37-440  grease 
basis,  while  approximately  20,000#  of  l/2,  3/8s  Mid 
1/4  1960  wools  moved  at  370  grease  basis  to  the 
grower.  Shearing  was  well  under  way  in  most  of 
southern  and  western  Idaho  with  shearing  of  farm 
flocks  continued  in  Utah. 

Texas  Wools  -  Original  bag  12  months  Texas  wool 
bulk  average  to  good  French  combing  length  sold  at 
$1.15  clean  basis. 

Mohair  -  Activity  in  mohair  was  somewhat  slower 
at  96^0  for  adult  and  $1.21§-  for  kid  hair  to  the 
warehouse  with  straight  adult  hair  alone  sold  at 
93^0  to  the  warehouse. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Spot  stocks  of  foreign  wools 
were  slow  to  move.  All  Dominion  markets  were  closed 
during  the  Easter  recess.  Firm  offers  from  South 
Africa  and  Montevideo  follow  with  combing  wools  con- 
verted to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and  short 
wools  to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.
